NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The intense sympathy which will be felt through the length and breadth of 
the Jewish community with thcse who are most nearly affected by the sad death 
of Abraham De Mattos Mocatta—must be accentuated as regards the community 
generally by a sense of the loss of a good and brilliant man, disposed 
and qualified to help forward all influences tending to the welfare and 
happiness of his fellow-men. Mr. Mocatta was gifted at the same time with a 
clear and decided judgment, and with the most happy facility of exposition and 
expression. As President of the Borough Jewish Schools and a® manager of a 
group of East End Board Schools and in relation to the affairs of the Berkeley 


} Street Synagogue of which he was a member, Mr. Mocatta proved himself to 


possess administrative ability of high order. Mr. Mocatta did not belong to the 
division of ostentatious public men who parade their sympathies on all occasions 
as a title to goodwill and confidence, but in the too short life which has been 
allotted to him he won a high reputation in the community, and a character for 
a warm Jewish heart and a cool cautious judgment, ready at all times to be of 
service when he saw that his co-operation would be helpful. In the 
neighbourhood of his country house at Englefield Green as well as in 
London, Mr. Mocatta was universally esteemed and always weloomed as a man 
of high principle and true culture ; he was an example of an Engtish gentleman ? 
of the Jewish faith in full sympathy with his oo-religionists, and yet with hearty 
appreciation of country interests and a due sense of local obligations. The in- 
vocation of OY>y is surely not a mere conventional phrase applied to such a man 
who has gone to his rest after leading a singularly pure and God-fearing life 
The loving relatives and friends who are left sorrowing in the wake of 
death must be sustained by that implicit resignation to the inscrutable decrees of 
Providence enjoined by our religion, and by the courageous sense of duty, which 

n such sad circumstances is, perhaps, the highest outcome of spiritual faith. The 
community has however lest an.able and good man, and whilst dwelling mourn- 
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able and useful, and which has come by God’s will to so early an end—it is 

impossible not to feel the lesson of humility taught by such a sudden and 

deplorable event, 


«The Book of Psalms” with introduction and notes by Professor 
Kirkpatrick (the Cambridge Bible for Schools and Colleges), is admirably 
adapted to its purpose. The introduction states clearly and without bias 
the problem of the age and authorship of the Psa!ms, and the commentary 
js at once accurate in point of scholarship and sympathetic and suggestive 
in point of exegesis. The book can be cordially recommended to Jewish 
teachers, for, excepting the Christology, as to which they can always main- 
tain their reserve, it brings together a mass of information which js hardly 
accessible in an equally convenient form elsewhere. One great advan' age 
lies in the fact that Professor Kirkpatrick, though he is careful to present 
the salient features of every real problem, is never so autocratic as to say “accept 
only my opinion”, and thus leaves ample scope for the thought and labour 
of the individual reader, The remark that “thers is nothing whieh comes 
to light in the New Testament, which does not already exist in germ 
in the Psalms” is a pregnant one. It is not too much to. say 
that for the Jewish expositor it opens a wide field for study and reflec- 
tion. Moreover, the concluding passage of the learned Professor's introduc- 
tion, in which he says that ‘the Church, in using the Psalms for its prayers, 
recognises the unity of the two Testaments,” is well worthy of note at the 
present day, when the spirit of Marcin seems once more to be 
alive and active in certain writers, who compounding, ae it were, a mixture 
of bad philology and false history, talk of the work of “dramatizing Jews” 
‘n the Old Testament, as if for critical purposes the New Testament could 
ever be separated from the Old. They need to be reminded that the shal- 
lowness of this method was exposed and confuted centuries ago, and that. 
too, by Christians. Prof. Nirkpatrick’s book is from every point of view an 


excellent addition to the Cambridge Bible. 


— 


We have, on more than one occasion, referred to the excellent attempt 
of Mr. Frees to render Hebrew accessible to the blind by resort to the 
Braille System. We have before us Mr. Frees’ arrangement of the 
alphabet and vowel points, to which he has appended wx transcribed in the 
same characters. We under-tand that the whole of the Daily Prayers will 
soon be ready in the same form. The value of Mr. Frees’ work is not to be 
questioned. Jews who are afilicted with congenital blindness need no longer 
be ignorant of the language of their Prayers ; and an impediment which has 
hitherto prevented them from taking part in public worship will now be 
removed. Thus the affliction from which they suffer will be sensibly alle- 
viated, and they will be able to feel, despite their infirmity, that they can 
join their brethren to the fullest extent in Divine Service. In the Kast 
especially, Mr. Frees’ labours will be appreciated, for ophthalmia unfortunately 
prevails to a large extent in Eastera Countries. The alphabet before us is 


provided with directions in English, French, German, and Jiidixch-leutsch, 


so that it can be used with ease in various parts of the world. Mr. frees is 
himself blind, and it must be no small source of consolation to him to know 
that his affliction has been the means of stimulating him to efforts which 
cannot fail to make the lot of his fellow-sufferers more tol- rable.

DEATH OF MR. A. DE MATTOS MOCATTA, 


— 


We deeply regret to announce the death, on Saturday, through a terrible 
accident, of Mr. Abraham de Mattos Mocatta, M.A. Mr. Mocatta had a house at 
Ridgemead, near Englefield Green, Egham, where he was highly popular among his 
neighbours. On Friday afternoon he left home in a dog-cart with his friend, Mr. A. 
Aveling, for a drive to Windsor. At the top of a very steep incline, known as Priest 
Hill, the hhorse took fright at a performing bear, and bolted down the hill, which is 
about three-quarters of a mile long. The horse was an exceptionally quiet one, 
and had never previously showed any sign of unsteadiness. After passing 
Beaumont College Farm the horse swerved to the greensward, where the near 
wheel of the vehicle ran against a stone post, and the occupants were thrown 
with considerable violence into the road and dragged some distance along the 
ground. Both were seriously injured. Mr. Mocatta was removed in a trap to 
Ridgemead, whither his friend was also assisted. Lespite every medical atten- 
tion, Mr. Mocatta, who suffered from concussion’ of the brain, never recovered 
consciousness, and died early on Saturday morning, about eleven hours after the 
occurrence of the accident. If anything could add to the sadness of the tragedy, 
it is the fact that Mrs. Mocatta was in Paris and had to be informed by telegraph 
of the sad news of her husband’s shocking death. An inquest was held on Monday 
by Mr. Roumieu, Coroner for West Surrey, when a verdict of accidental death 
was returned, | 

Mr. A. de Mattos Mocatta, who was only thirty-eight years of age, was a son 
of the late Mr. Jacob Mocatta, and a nephew of Mr. F. D. Mocatta. His grand- 
father was the late Abraham Mocatta, one of the founders of the West London 
Synagogue of British Jews, of which congregation his father acted as Treasurer 
for some years. It is a melancholy coincidence that Mr. Jacob Mocatta also died 
in the month of April, his demise, at the age of 55, having taken place during 
Passover. To Mrs. Jacob Mocatta, who still survives, the present season of the 
year will henceforth be clouded by a double shadow. Mr. de Mattos Mocatta was 
a member of the firm of Mocatta and Goldsmid, who as bullion brokers, 
have a world-wide reputation. His business occupations did not prevent 
him from taking an active share in communal work. His special bent 
was in the direction of+ education, and he rendered valuable services 
as a Manager of one of the Board Schools in the East End of 
London where the pupils are mostly Jewish children. He was also 9 
member of the Committee of the Jews’ Infant Schools, and on Monday 
afternoon, at the distribution of the prizes to the teachers, feeling references to 
his death were made by Mr, Oswald J. Simon and Mr. Lionel Van Oven. 
In March, 1889, on the retirement of Mr. Arthur Cohen, Mr. de Mattos Mocatta 
accepted the Presidentship of the Borough Jewish Schools, and he rendered 
yeoman’s service to the institution during the past two years. In July, 1889, 
he presided at a dinner in aid of the funds of the school. In consequence of 


his sad death the public distribution of prizes to the pupils, which was to have — 


taken place next month, has been indefinitely postponed. Mr. Mocatta, as was 
but natural, took considerable interest in the welfare of the West London 
Synagogue, with the progress of which his family is closely identified—his 
brother, Mr. B. Elkin Moeatta, being at present the Junior Treasurer—and in 
April of last year he was elected one of the delegates of his congregation, in 
response to Lord Rothschild’s invitation in connection with the Kast End 


Scheme of the United Synagogue. Mr. Mocatta was especially requested to act 


as a representative of the Mocatta family, Mr. F. D. Mocatta, his uncle, having 
already consented to serve at the Conference in his private capacity. 

At the Jews’ College Literary Society on Sunday evening, the Rev. Dr, 
Adler spoke in touching terms of the fatal accident to Mr. Mocatta, which while 
casting a gloom over the entire community, had cut off a life so full of 
promise. 

Mr. de Mattos Mocatta married in 1876, Florence Justina, the only daughter 
of the late Mr. Lionel B. Cohen (brother of Mr. Arthur Cohen, Q.C.), by his first 
wife, Henrietta Salomons, niece of the late Sir David Salomons, and a sister of 
Mrs. Jacob Waley. | 

The funeral was fixed for Wednesday, the interment being at the Ball's 
Pond Cemetery of the West London Synagogue. 


FREEMASONRY.—At the Instal'ation of the Prince of Wales as Grand Master 
on Wednesday, the 29sb, Bro.

His masonic career is 
long and honourable; initiated io the Joppa Lodge on 3 d December, 1855, he was 
elected Master of the Lojge in 1862. He was‘ exalted "in the Joppa Chapter ia 
1858. and was M.E.Z. in 1867. He was a Founder of the Montefiore Lodge in 1864 
and served the office of Master of that Lodge three tim2s—in 1867, 1832 and 1883. 
He was likewise founder of the ‘‘ Montefi re” Chapt-r (1889), and was M.E.Z. in 
1889 and 1890. 


WELLINGTON CoOLLEGE.—In the competitio. for the Pablic Schools Racquet 
Champiouship, Wellington, represented by R. H, Raphael (« soa of Mr. 
Raphael), and Mordaunt, who played splendidly, wae the wianer. This is the first 
cecasion on which this college has been successful iu this game, and it is the more 
interesting as Raphael, one of the very few Jewish boys amongst many handred:, 
was selected to represent the college, which he did so successfully. Mr. R. Raphael 
is in addition, the Prefect of the school, and occupies a high pos tion in all its sports. 
His eldest brother al-o made a mark for himself ia the coll+ge by being the first boy 
to be Prefect, and in the college cricket eleve. ard in the football team at the same 
time. We should mection that the good opinion in whic: the brothers Raphael 
(there were Jour of them at Wellington), are held by their fellow pupils is in fall 
knowledge of their being Jews. When the eldest brother was elected Prefect he 
declined it, as it is one of the duties of that office to read to the other boys portioas 
of the New Testament. He was, however, such a favourite with the masters that 
they insisted on his acceptance, relieviog him of that duty.

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HAGADAH TUNES. 


BY THE REY. FRANCIS L. COHEN. 


Seder Night! Two little words these, but potent enough to flash across the 
vye of memory a scene delightful to the Jewish soul, in which honoured father, 
beloved motiver, sister and brother—now embarked on their own voyage of life, 
cleaving the waves of perhaps remote seas, or it may be landed ere this on the 
distant shore of eternity—with many another dear one, aye, and the stranger 
within the gates, all once more reappear as in those byegone days, seated around 
the parental board, spread with its poetic symbols and the signs that all have 
partaken and are satisfied, In this sweet vision of childhood’s days thus 
conjured up, what stands ont in clearest relief to the Jew whose jnborn, affection 
for home and home's loved ones has thus been stirred to its profound depths ? 
Is it the particular form of those ancient ceremonies, whose quaintness and ever 
fresh unconventionality prompted one in those days to put the queries of the 
previously dimly understood M3INLIAD with a tone of very real inquiry in the 
baby voice? But it seems that, then as now, we carried away a recollection 
of the Seder’s picturesqueness and impressive symbolism somewhat vague as 
to detail, though clear enongh as to general meaning and purpose. Even those 
of us whose Judaism is an every day matter, and not a merely occasional 
care, are glad to be guided in the ceremonial by the muemonic index at the 
head of the 737, and to refer to the diagram on our Seder dish or in’ our 
Service-book. Yet there is one detail which, even beyond the subtle delights of 
that evening meal for the juvenile palate, stands in the very forefront of 
many. a Jew's recollections, not hazed by the mist that las risen during the busy 
months of active years, but clear and sharp as in the hour when it first cut 
itself into the tablets of the memory—those dear old tunes, Now they  be- 
wailed the woes of tortured Israel with all the alluring witchery of the Orient, 
like the moaning of the desert gusts across the wasted plains of captive 
Judah, or like the sobs that the midnight wind drew from the harp which hung 
suspended above the conch of the Psalmist-King, arousing him from slumber 
‘o those meditations in which pious hearts still find language for the pouring 
forth of their emotions. And anon the tones of hope and trust rang’ out, 
like the silver clarions that from the summit of the ‘Temple mount pealed out 
over Jerusalem, wrapped in sleep down there in the shadow below, to announce 
to all that the night was over and the blessed sunlight at length was nigh, 
till the shining orb leapt up above the hills of Gilead, and striking upon the

golden shell-shaped portal with which Queen Ielena equipped the Sanctuary, | 


flashed the rays of the morning sun to the priests that awaited the coming of the 
dawn. Then it was we learnt that the Jew must sing, whether he croon his 
lament bowed down with a crushing load of oppression, or whether in a glimpse 
of that Liberty, Equality, Fraternity, which for thirty centuries the Passover has 
preached, he holds himself once more erect in order that others too may receive 
the precious message. 

What wonder, then, that the songs of the Passover Eve should be 
the first of all Jewish strains to fall on the ears of Gentiles when the 
liberal spirit that followed upon the Renaissance at length had worked its leaven 
in larger minds. Nor is it matter for surprise to observe. that since first Hebrew 
melodies have been written down, none have been so frequently transcribed as 
these Seder tunes, from the appearance of Rittangel’s Hawadeh in 1644 to the re- 
appearance of Japhet’s in 1891. And it is characteristic of Jewish faithfulness 
of transmission that the most important melody given by such leading transcribers, 
Rittangel (1644), Gottfried Selig (1769), Offenbach (1838), Naumbourg (1844), 
Marpurgo (1864), Schonfeld (1884), and Japhet (1891), should be in all essential 
musical points one and the same. This most important melody may be relied 
upon to transmit itself to generations yet unborn, even though the synagogal in- 
tonation of the Kiddush at the beginning of the Seder be no more < in the 
home, nor the ancient question and answer of Hebrew study in the Talmudical 
drone that follows, nor the old Dorian chant of the Hallel, that comes next, 
be known to regular absentees from the House of Prayer, nor the responses and 
blithe melodic phrases of the “ Benschen” be remembered by those who have 
heard them but at the marriage feast, nor even, at the very close of the Seder 
the opera-bouffe “ Liimmchen ” of Offenbach pere commend itself to those who, 
contemptibly because contemptuously, regard the observances of their ancestral 
faith from the point of view of the ignorantly indifferent or the indifferently igno- 
rant. The old tune of‘ Addir Hu” pours out its wrathupon the heathens of 
Jewish blood that will not know it, and survives them. For those who, in a ve 
different spirit, desire to perpetuate it in an easy arrangement not beyond the vocal 
powers ofthe harmonious family,the last verse of this hymn, which has come 
to be the “ representative theme” of Passover, is here transcribed in both the 
Staff and the Tonic Solfa notations. :

This old tune represents the more hopeful and joyous among the traditional 
chants. Many and beautiful, too, are the plaintive melodies, and one at least 
must be given here to preserve in these remarks the balance which isso evident 
in the Passover music itself. There are at least three «lefinite tunes for the hymn 
M29? %D, although unfortunately not one of them takes sufficient account of its 
antiphona! construction or the underlying thought of the verses. Yet all are emi- 
nently characteristic, The oldest (that given by Rittangel) is sweetly melodious, 
and full of the expressive pathos of Polish Chazonuth. Another is of the usual 
superficial nature of the German Zemiroth-tunes. The best known is midway 
for merit between the other two, and may be selected as fairly representative of 
the Hebrew melodies that unconsciously breathe the plaintive sentiment of the 
days.in which the Jew had not the right to hold up his head as a free citizen, not 
even on the freedom-proclaiming festival of the Passover.

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THE REV. A. LOWY ON. JEWISH NAMES. 


A highly instructive and entertaining lecture, at which the Rev. Dr. Adler 
presided, was given on Sunday evening, April 19th, at Jews’ College, by the Rev. 
A. Lowy. The title of the lecture was “German-Jewish names, bearing cn the 
social and religious life during the Middle Ages.” The lecturer passed under review 
hundreds of German-Jewish names of the Middle Ages—which throw great light on 
social as well as on Jewish public affaire, but as Mr. Lowy intends publishing 
his lecture in ertenso, we here reproduce only a part of the introduction. The 
lecturer fully deserved the encomium bestowed upon him, as being the first who 
had succeeded in systematizing subjects fraught with no end of difficulties, and 
which unqoestiona *ly required euch great echolarship as is possessed by the reverend 
lecturer. 
Mr. Lowy said : I shall begin with the names of men. A vast and unconnected 
material has to be so classified as to obviate confusion. I have therefore found it a 
good plan toarrangethe matter in the sequence with which the corresponding Hebrew 
names follow each other in the Bible; but I have made an exception with this 
rule whenever the Jewish names are not directly connected with our scriptures, 
and have come into existencs after the close of the Bible. I have to begin with 
the changes which were made with the name of Abraham so as to turn this name 
into vrrious secular adaptations. I shall apply the same process to Isaac, Jacob, 
and other scriptcral or ancient non-scriptural Jewish names, In placing Abraham

at the bea’ of my lecture I[ have to state that there is a vast amount of bistorical — 


information which has to be gathered from the origin and the development of 
Jewish names. It has to be shown bow they were (if I may say so) manufactured 
in the home of the new-born babe. We bear in mind that we as Jews frequently 
have a secular or conventional name by the side of the religious apprllation, that is 
given on the eighth day after the birth of a male infant. The religious or sacred 
name is accompanied in’ our ancient lists by a long ‘string of civil or secular 
substitutional names. Suppoee a male child ve called in Hebrew Eleazer, he may 
receive one or another corresponding secular name, for example Lézer or any other 
‘cognate name that is preferred. In olden days it was » common practice to let 
— certain Hebrew proper names be r- presented by apposite secular substitutes, which 
generally bore a certain reremblance or an allusion to the religious name. This 
was of greatimportancein days when theGerman-Jewish dialect(by the side of Hebrew) 
was the language for Jewsin Germany, Hungary, and Poland, in which they transacted 
publ c or private busin ss. If aman signed a document ar pending his religions 
and his secular name hs would write according to the previous example, “ Eleaz:r 
hamechuneh Leéser,” “ Eleazer’ who is designated ‘‘Leser.” In letters of 
divorce this mode of signing received the most ecrupulous attention. it being a 
stringent rule that the right spelling of the religious and civil name was abso- 
lutely necessary to give to the document its legal validity. Owing to tbis general 
rule, we have obtained a literature of carefully drawn-up lists of many curious old 
names of the German Jews. In these preliminary remarks I have to call especial atten- 
tion to the fact, that p rental affection has retained forages itsintensity in the Jewish 
homes ; and this affection has suggested many forms and terms with which we have 
to acquaint ourselves, Very often the Hebrew name is curtailed, or is transforme’ 
to make it sound likea foreign name. The curtailed form receives a variety of 
characteristic diminutives or entire words are appended. These additions vary 
according to the idiom of the countries where the German-Jewish dialect was 
spoken. The favourite diminutives of German-Jewish names .are “1,” “el,” 
“chen,” “ chin,” * lein,” “ lin ; or “ke,” which is the diminutive used in Hungarian- 
Jewith names, or “ ka’ which frequectly occurs in diminutives originating in 
Slavonian countries. We thus meet with ‘*“Aberl,” ‘“ Aberlin,” “ Aberlein,” 
“ Aberke ;” or as derivatives from.Joseph—we hear of ** Yoisl,” ‘‘ Yosl,” or “ Jesse),” 
from which the famous name of the great Jewish judge originated. “‘Jo-lin ” and 
‘Joskin” correspond with similar names current in this country, and thes- evdings are 
as popular as those in **Tomlin” and “Tomkin.” “ Joske” and “ Joska,.” and 
numerous other names, with similar termivations convey incidentally an intima- 
tion that the first bearers of th«se names lived in 
provinces. In many instances the endings are“ as,” “es,” “ ieh,” “ osb,” “ ush,” 
and may be compared with the termination “us,” as in “ Magnus” or “‘ Markus.” 
Very characteristic is the formation of names, ending in ‘‘kind” (child), for in- 
stance, “Susskind” or ‘‘ Susskind,” and extremely common is the endiog in

“man” as in “ Zussman” (sweet man) “Seligman” (happy man). This ending | 


prepunderates in a vast number of German-Jewish names, and this is for a good 
reason, a8 parents look forward prophetically to the perfect development of the 
boy. In their mind's eye they clearly see, that alreadv the “ child is the father of the 
wan,” and they fondly take time by the forelock and call the little one a “man.” 
This‘ Man” receives diminutives, such as Menke,” “Menkin ” (like mannikin) 
“Menlin” is like “Mendel” (immortalized in Mendelssohn). Those born in the month 


ot“ Ab” were fit subjects for receiving the name of “ Menachem " (the comforter). 


because the month vt Israel’s national mourning was by way of solace, and by 
repression of sorrow, called “ Menacbem Ab” (tbe comforting month of Ab). The 
name Menachem appears in the German-Jewish garb as “Man,” ‘‘ Mendel,” and 
other variations; still keeping in view the ending “man,” we mect with “ Gutman” 
(good man) “ Neuman” (“new man”) Liepman (“dear man,” &c.) I shall have to call 
attention to other noteworthy endings in “man.” Some synonyms of man have 
been retained from ancient Teutonic languages—a Jewish boy might be called 
Gump" echt,” which is taken from “Gumo” (man), and “precht’’ (bright). “ Gumo” 
vas it cognate in the Latin “ Humanus”—‘‘ Gomo” has its equivalent 
in the Latin “Homo.” “Gumprecht” (bright man) was curtailed and had its 
diminutive in « Gumpel” (little man), and was therefore equivalent to ‘‘ Mendel.” 
Among the German-Jews and their Christian neighbours there prevailed in the 
Middle Ages the name “Gumpert” (bright man). The same name recurs in 
Gompertz,” which means “A bright man’s son”; and in “ Komper 
great philanthropist, and as a justly admired author of Jewish household stories, 
was a“ bright man” among the brightest in the present generation.

CONCERT. 


The promoters of the musical and dramatic entertainment given at the 
Kensington Town Hall last Saturday eveniog must have derived considerable 
gratification alike from the artistic excellence of the entertainment itself, the 
numbers and distinguished character of the audience, and the perfection of the 
general arrangements. But then there could never have existed any doubt as to the 
capacity of the friends of the Bayawater Jewish Schoolso to order their labours as 
to achieve a distinguished success alike in these directions and in their main aim, 
the financial advantage of that admirable educational Institution. Miss Birnbaum 
claimed appreciation for the refined s'yle of her singing, not less than for her charm- 
ing management of a beautiful voice. In the majestic “ Hymne au Créateur” of 
her master, Mr. Henschel, in the pathos of Luzzi's “ Lucia,” and in the lyric sweet- 
ness of Schubert's * Sylvia.” her vocalisation drew the warm commendation it 
deserved.

LITERARY INTELLIGENCE. 


Mr. Joseph Jacobs has published this week (David Nutt), a volume of Essays 
aud Reviews on George Eliot, Matthew Arnold, Browning aud Newman, contri- 
buted by him to the Athenwum. 


Black and White contains a“ portrait” of the new head of Nameses IT. (the 
Pharoah of the Oppression), which has recently been unearthed at Luxor, and 1s 
one of the largest and most perfect heads extant of that mighty mouarch. The 
portrait is from a photograph taken on the day of discovery, and supplied to Black 


and White by the Rev. A. A. Green (of Sunderland). who wis present when the head 


was unearthed. 

A very useful addition to the literature on the ‘Jewish Question in Russia has 
been published by Leopold Cerf in: Paris. The volume is entitled “ Les Juifs de 
Russie: Recueil d'Articles et d’E:udes sur leur situation legale, sociale et écono- 
mique,” and is made up largely of articles that have appeared in English and 
French periodicals. M.Isidore Loeb has ably edited the volume. 


The publication has commenced ia Paris of the posthumous works of the late 
Armand Hayem. ‘The first volume is prefaced by a letter, highly flattering to the 
memory of M. Hayein, addressed to his widow by Alexandre Dumas. 

In addition to a new weekly Hebrew paper, a monthly review in the same 
language has made its appsaraoce in Paris. Its name is Hachoker, and it is edited 
by M. Salomon Fuchs, a learned philologist, well known at the Biblotheque 
Nationale for his erudite researches in Oriental MSS. Among the writers in the 
first part.are Senior Sachs and Salomon Buber. at 

“ Une Jeanne d'Are Africaine : La Kahioa,” an episode of the invasion of Afric 
by the Arabs. is the title of an historical sketch written by a Christian, an ex-oftiver 
of the French Army in Africa, and published in Paris. This Joan of Arc wasa 
Jewess and a Queen, Queen of the Berbers, who, nearly eight centuries before the 
Maid of Orleans delivered her country from the foreign invader, and like her fella 
victim to her patriotic devotion. The author, at the close of the work says : “ At 
this time of so many praiseworthy manifestations to perpetuate the memory of Joan 
of Arc, it appears to us of interest to recall the devotion of another woman who. 
fell on the battle field in defending the liberty of her country. If the seatiment 
which inspired tbe heroism of Kahina did not attain the sublimity of that of the 
Maid of Domremy, it deserves nevertheless the admiration of all who preserve in 
their hearts the worship of the fatherland.” 

“La Estrella roja” (the Red Star), a drama in three acts by Don Fernandez 
Bremon, has been produced with great success in Madrid. The drama has been

The only statement of interest tothe readers of the Jewish Chronicle in this 
pedigree is the reference to the burial of Joseph Hambro“ in the Jews’ Buria 


Ground” in Whitechapel. He was the founder of ‘his house in this country, and 


the last of his family who was attached to the synagogue. The Hambros must 
have emigrated originally from Hamburg to Denmark, and hence their name. In 
the early days of the Ashkenazim in England there werea good many Hambros 
or Hamburgers among its members who derived their surnames from a similar 
emigration. The first Chief Rabbi of the Duke’s Place Synagogue, Aaron Hart, 
and his brother Moses, the founder of the synagogue, bore the cognomen of Ham- 
burger to distinguish them from the many other Harts with whom they were 
contemporaneous. A similar practice prevailed in the Sephardi Synagogue, 


where, among others, the family of Israel-Brandon was sometimes called Brandon- 


Hambro to distinguish it from the Rodrigues-Brandons who came to England 
from Vizea in Portugal. At one time there was considerable intercourse between 
the Jews of Hamburg and their brethren in Copenhagen. Christian 
IV. appointed the Hamburg Jew, Benjamin Musaphia, his court 
physician, and another Hebrew, Gabriel Gomez, was his diplomatic Agent in 
Hamburg. The Hambros, of whom we are now speaking, however, do not seem 
to have belonged to the class of prosperous Sephardim with their sonorous peninsular 
patronymics. Like the Rothschilds who took their name from Roeskilde, they doubt- 
less belonged to a later Ashkenazi generation, the members of which were inno- 
cent of surnames until they adopted the names of their birth-places. Had they 
been Sephardim and possessed any family history worth speaking of they would 
not have so readily taken a German place-name. It is indeed known that 
the parents of Joseph Hambro were humble shopkeepers in the chief 
street of Copenhagen. Years ago there were ancient gossips in London, 
who averred that they could remember this old couple before they 
attained to the dignity of a shop, and when- they were content to 


peddle ribbons on the public highways. However that may be, they became. 


fairly prosperous people, and were orthodox Jews of the old-fashioned type. 
Their son Joseph began his commercial career in the house of Messrs. Hecksler 
of Hamburg, and afterwards devoted himself to the development of his father’s 
business. In this he was very successful. Before the beginning of the present 
century the house of Hambro had established a branch in London, and their trans- 
actions extended all over, the northern countries of Europe. Joseph Hambro 
became an Aulic Councillor and Knight of the Dannebrog, and as early as 1820 
we find “ Hofraad Hambro” spoken of as the richest man in Copenhagen. 
Towards the end of his life his health broke down, and he lived for atime in 


Italy. In 1831 he took up his permanent abode in London, and brought. his 


whole family here. 


_goseph Hambro does not seem to have identified himself very closely with 
the affairs of bis coreligionists. He maried a Christian, and had his son 
baptised. A member of the synagogue, however, he remained to the last. His 
will (proved January, 1849), gives no directions as to his burial, and it can only 
have been because his religious convictions were perfectly well-known that his 
son had him buried in the cemetery of the Great Synagogue, where none of his 
near kindred was interred. Indeed the only member of his family who up to 
that time had found a last resting-place in England was his grand-daughter, who 
had been buried in Kensal Green. While living in Copenhagen he was always a 
ores contributor to the communal exchequer. He gave largely to the Building

_ Among the many fanciful stories related of the Hambro family is one 
which associates them with the foundation of the Hambro’ Synagogue. The 
above narrative shows that it has no foundation in fact. The establishment of 
the Hambro’ Synagogue originated in a quarrel which took place in the London 
Ashkenazi Congregation as far back as 1699. There was a schisin in the com- 
munity, and the seceders built a synagogue oo themselves in St. Mary Axé.

THE REV. MORRIS JOSEPH ON PASSOVER AND THE 
NATIONAL IDEA IN JUDAISM. 


The Rev. Morris Joseph preached on this subjevt at the Hampstead Service last 
Sabbath, his text being Ezekiel xxxvii.5. After referring to the unique aod im- 
pressive character of the Seder ceremony which, he said, was as eloquent of the past 
av tbe pyramids, aod incomparably more inspiring, the preacher dwelt on the great 
lesson taught by the lamb-bone which forms one of the three chief Paschal emblems. 
According to the Rabbins the human skeleton contained one littie bone which 
is indestructible. That wis the seed from which the dead will spring up anew 
at the time of the Resurrection. Theemblem that li s on our tables on the Seder- 
night was the — of this fabled bone. It was symbolically the germ of 
Israel’s Redemption. It was but a poor apology forthe Paschal Lamb slaughtered 
in pomp at the gates of the Great Sanctuary amid festive songs and the proud 
blare of the trumpets, even as our race to-day, in point of national dignity, was but 
a shadow of the Israel of old. But that emblem told only superficially a tale of 
death ; its true message was a message of life. ‘he Paachal Lamb was the symbol 
of the national sentiment, and its humble representative to-day was the token 
of the survival of that seutiment, the promise of a great fature for Israel, It told 
them that Israel's hope was not lost, but that once more the Lord’s people should 
stand up upon their feet an “exceeding great army.” That message was echoed 
by their own hearts On the Passover each sonl would dream its own Creams of 
the future; bus all would unite in dreaming of it. With what earnestness, 
continued the preacher, will the maltreated Russian Jew pray for a national re- 
generation which will rid him of all his woes with one swift magic stroke 
‘* Next yearfree men; next year in Jerusalem !"—what do not those words mean 
for him—those words repeated year after year with a pathetic, childlike trust 
which grows stronger rather than weaker as the iron ring of oppression is drawn 
closer about his -life! True, it may be said that these oright visions of his are 
begotten of very misery, like the delirium of men dying of ttirat who fancy they 
are quailing draughts fromsome limpid stream. But there are others in the House 
of Israel whose lot is less sad, and who yet feel impelled to hope, though their hope 
is calmer. The Russian Jew. flying from misery, finds in England a haven of rest ; 
but his-prayers for the revival of the fallen fortunes of his ‘race lose none of their 
intenrity. His enthusiasm for the colonisation of Palestine, his longing to behold its 
desert places once more blossoming as the rse, is only partly explained by the 
desire to deliver his brethren from the yrip of tyranny. Love for the land of his 
fathers is the force that at least equally impele him. Nay, Jews of every sort 
and condition—English as well as Russian, the cultured as wellas the untaught— 
cherish a more or less definite belief iv the destiny of their race. That belief often 
asserts itself in their own despite. The national sentiment is too strong to be re- 

ressed. Just as thestream plavidly flowicg in some inland scene answers to the 
throb of the great ocean hundreds of miles away, so we of these 
latter days feel the inrush of a sentiment which sweeps into our 
souls like a_ tide frm the past. After England, Palestine; there 
is no land that can compete for that second place. Nay, we feel that beneath the 
doctrine of the Return, however much we may differ among ourselves in the inter- 
pretations we place upon it, there lies a great truth, a promise that will of a surety 
be fulfilled. Our instinct tells us that Israel is reserved for a better fate than slow 
abeorption among the nations of the earth. And reason confirms the tale. We look 
back and about us, and we ask if it is possible that a race which has successfully 
weathered the most destructive storms is doomed to perish in fair weather, in the 
full flood of the gracious sunlight, or whether Israel, who is beginning in a new 
era of justice and liberty to leave his mark upon the world, is not destined to cut 
his proud inscription ia yet deeper and broader characters. ‘he very fact that we 
cherish this belief in our mission is the best proof of its truth. A people cannot 
lie to itself. If it feels drawn by a mystic force towards a future. it is because the 
future is before it. Nay, if it has dreams, those dreams must come true, for to 
cherish them is to fulfilthem. Those Jews, then, who urge that there is no longer 
any place in Judaism for the national idea contradict themselves—nay, they contra- 
dict facts. One cannot be a Jew without baving the past for his inspiration—his 
whole religion, in so far as it is distinguished from other creeds, has this postulate 
for its starting point—and to be inspired by the Past is simply to feed the national 
consciousness. We cannot look upon ourselves as the heirs of Israel of old, wit. his 
struggles for freedom, his strenuous endeavours to maintain his corporate life, with- 
out admitting the obligation of preserving the c. hesion of modern Israe). Nay, is 
it or is it not a fact that we Jewa to-day are an organisation without a parallel iu 
the whole world ! For we are no mere‘sect ; we are a people, yet a people without 
a thred of political life. It is not religion alone that unites us, but a bond equally 
strong and more subtle, the bond of race. Let one community of Jews suffer in any 
part of the world, and see how the whole body quivers ! Until you get rid of this 
solidarity it is idle to scoff at those who stand up for the national idea in Judaism. 
now, and for all its significance forthe future. This, it seems to me is the special. 
message that is borne to us by the lowly emblem that lies on our table on the Seder- 
night—that dry bone, dead yet liviog. It is pre-eminently the message of the Pass- 
over, which in olden times—in the tiwes of Jcshua and Hezekiah,of Josiah and Ezra— 
came to signalise a special effort on the part of Israel to rise to the dignity and the 
responsibilities of national life, and which in these days enjoins us in our turn to hold 
to cur faith in the destinies of our race, to be loyal to the duties which that faith 
imposes upon ue. The offence of the‘ wicked -on"' of the Hagadah lies in his 
ae ig What is this observance of yours” ;” he sev-rs himeelf from his people, 
and thus P'Y3 “Dl—strikes at the very foundatioas of Judaism. The moral 
18 worth taking tobeart. Everything that tends to the disintegration of Israel 


helps to undermine Israel's religion. You cannot bave Judaism without the racial — 


idea as a basis. It is well that we should understand this clearly ; for then once 
for all we shall recognise the trath—it may be uopalatable to some—that the ex- 
istence of our distinctive ins itutions, those that single out the Jew from the rest 
of the world, and therefore tend to preserve his identity, is the essential condition 
of the survival of the religion. No Passover—to take but a typical example— 
no separatism, no separatism no Judaism—this is the formula in plain 
words. It may be an unpleasant, butit isa true formula. For separatism has an 
ugly sound for some ears in these days when men are clamouring for the demolition 
of the ancient barriers, even those raised by religior. For my part tT can see 
nothing ugly, but everything that is beautiful, in a loyalty which, maintained at 
the cost of antagonism to general usage, demands bigh mora: Courage, and involves 
besides continuous self-denial. And this is the position I «ball always defend. ' lam 
for change whenever it may help men to be more devout, more sp'ritual-minded, 
more noble. I am against it whenever it would make them more selfish, and pave 
the way for an ignoble ease. To deny ourselves some pleasuro, to be different 
from other men, and to court the aneers of the foolish—tbis is the [sraelits’s duty ia 
these days—the pivot on which turns the future of bis race and hisreligion. It is 
a mariynion~-farnis) but glorious, It is to suffer oureelves and our little 
longings to be dwarfed to vanishing point beside the magnitade of our miesion, It 
is to be at one in spirit and in aim with the great company of Israel's heroes who 
sacrificed themselves for conscience sake—to carry on their work, and to ‘‘ make 
it live in the midst of the years.” It is, uwoder Heaven, to put some of the breath of 
life, the breath of the life of our own souls, into the dry bones of our race, to bring 
nearer the day of the final Passover when “ the Lord will set His Hand a second 
time to recover the remnant of His people,” and with them to redeem all mankind.

e. But though many towns and several legislatures sent their protests 
through the Department of State, it availed nothing. Even Senator Call's reso- 
lutions in the Senate were not acted on. It is generally understood that Secretary 
Blaine requested that he be not hampered in representations he intended making 
to the Czar through the usual diplomatic channels, and it is just possible that this 
may have influenced the leaders of the Republican majority in the House to kill 
the resolutions. Iknowfor a certainty that a i a demonstration which the 
Hon. Simon Wolf was to have got up at Washington with the assistance of 
certain prominent Representatives and Senators was ong wy indefinitely on this 
account. Another version of the story is to the effect that in the Behring Sea 
imbroglio between England and the United States, the State Department would. 
have to depend largely on Russia to substantiate certain statements made as to 
the rights and privileges in the territory that this country purchased frow the. 
Czars. Meanwhile the United States Minister to Russia, Mr. Charles Emory 
Smith, is to return home and to give up his post. This gentleman, who is the 
editor of the influential Philadelphia Press, will be recalled, as having said early 
Jast summer that the Jews of Russia were apparently happy and without any just 
cause for complaint. For this assertion be was roundly dénounced, and most 
people believe he was merely deluded into making the statement. At all events 


there is not a paper in the country that has recently shown a greater desire to 


tickle the fancy of the Jews. 

Another surprise that Congress gave was the passage ‘of an 
amendment of the Immigration Daw, which it appears will have the effect of 
excluding every immigrant who has been assisted from coming to the States 
ualess he can show that he does not belong to the pauper or otherwise excluded 
classes, and it will work great hardships by throwing the burden of proof 
upon him. It excludes aliens who are paupers or persons likely to become a 
public charge,and, in addition to other classes mentioned, any person whose ticket 
or passage is paid for with the money of another, or who is assisted by others tocome, 
unless it is affirmatively and satisfactorily shown on special inquiry that such 
person does not belong to “ny of the excluded classes. But the act does not 
prevent persons living in the United States from sending for a relative or friend 
who is not of the excluded classes, under such regulations as the Secretary of the 
Treasury may prescribe. The President has signed the act which is to go into 
effect at once. Those who have hitherto sent immigrants to this country will 
do well to have their correspondents on this side of the ocean see to it that the 
unfortunate refugees whom they assist are not compelled to return on the same 
steamer or the ene ing. 

The Rev. William E. ne, of Chicago, recently visited the President,accom- 
panied by theSecretary of State, Mr. Blaine, and handed ina very important memo- 
rial as to Russian Jews, the outcome of the recent Jewish-Christian conference in 
the western me is.

Ort can fairly conceive the amazement with which an average Mayfair hostess 
would regard the suggestion that she should summon her cook to sit down 
to dinner with her and her invited guests. Yet this is what one may 
see, where Jewish servants are employed, in any Jewish household which 
retains a spark of Jewish feeling. Everyone, says the quaint Haggada read 
in the Jewish home on the Passover eve, should behave as though forming 
“pe of the people personally redeemed from Egypt. Strange would it be 
then if at the table where these words are aytenee, a digtigction were made 
mistress and maid.

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caste, until the end of the seventeenth century left them miserably im- 
poverished by the twofold agency of repression and persecution. The few 
wealthy men who only served to render more noticeable the poverty of the 
balk of their brethren, began to acquire a position of prominence ; and as in 
America so with Judaism, an aristocracy of wealth temporarily established 
itself. But never completely ; for once a year at least all Jews were equal, 
and the feeling never died away altogether, that there are no ranks in the 
sight of Gop. 


How much Judaism owes to the practical recognition of this principle 


on the Passover, how much of its vitality the festival itself derives from it, 


can scarcely be estimated. ‘‘ All Israel are responsible for one another,” and 
this obligation is not redeemed by any but the most intimate and loving 
interest. T"irst as to the poor. It wasno figure of speech that invites on 
the Passover-eve all who are hungry to come in and eat. Nor was the invi- 
tation limited to the Passover. A Rabbi some six centuries back was sur- 
prised on coming to the congregation, whose minister he had been recently 
chosen, to find that though the poor-box was very empty, yet the poor were 


not in want of food. The explanation was that the members entertained 


the poor at their own cost and often at their own tables. In many a Jewish 
house to-day the same sight may be seen ; would that it were more general. 
The struggling youth first managing to maintain himself, whether in business 
or in his studies, was wont to find an ever open door at the house of a 
brother Jew more blessed with worldly stores. But we shall be told that 
this entertainment of the yoor is at once irksome to the host and humiliating. 
t> the guest. Perhaps this may be so to those who have lost their grace 
‘from want of practice, Tender solicitude was always exercised to prevent 
the guest from being put to shame; the shame would have been if a Jew 
thought to set himself above his brother. On the Passover at least, man- 
servant and maidservant were alike to ‘‘take their ease” (if we may 
so paraphrase the term napn), and for the nonce forget their servitude. 
There would be less reluctance on the part of Jewish girls to earn an honour- 
able livelihood by domestic service if this considerate regard were kept con- 
‘stantly in view by Jewish mistresses. It isa pleasant sighton the Friday 
eve to behold the Jewish servant at the table while Aiddush is pronounced, for 
in this way the solidarity of Judaismis preserved within the house. ‘* My 
mother rebuked me,” says Susskinp in his testament,‘ when as a child I 
expected to be waited on by a servant who was sitting at the table with us.” 
And the same feeling that prompted this motherly rebuke should move us 
to affectionate treatment not merely of those in our employ, but of -all to 
whom our help is due as friends rather than as benefactors. 


concerning the Seder-table. Display, usually discountenanced by the Jewish 
authorities, was, for this night only, recommended ; for all participating, the 


equal rights and were subjected to equal duties at the Seder-table. Eating 
the motso is one of the few precepts, limited as to the time 
of their performance, by which women as well. as men are bound. 
As to the children, the part they play in the Seder need not be pointed out. 
In Jewish codes one reads how the children are to be induced to go to sleep 
during the daytime, so as to be able to keep awake at evening. Women 
who are ‘‘ worthy” says a rubric, must, like the men, enjoy the privilege of 
"3°pn, and, adds a high authority, “ «// Jewish women are ‘ worthy’.” Surely 
here, then, are facts practical énough, and deserving of influencing the Jewish 
everyday life. It is, indeed, by equal treatment that women, and men too, 
all become worthy ; and when Jew again comes to feel for Jew asa brother 
and an equal, ‘‘as in the brave days of old,” there will be less cause for 
anxiety to the few who bear unaided on their shoulders the weight of the 
communal responsibilities. 


It may be objected that we are attaching too much importance to the 


table aspect of Passover, that we expect too much from what is after all only 


a ceremony. But it is just one of those customs which have preserved 
Judaism to us. Why, we ask, has the Passover retained its hold on the 
Jewish heart, while neither of the two other great festivals has succeeded in 
doing so’? Because, we answer, the Passover is essentially the festival of 
the table, at which all Israel ars again as one. And to end as we began, the 
invitation to all who are hungry to come in and eat had on the Passover a 
fuller meaning than the charitable offer of food to the poor. 
Passover eve the hungry include rich and poor alike. As the Talmud tells 
us the Jew was to eat as littie as possible during the day, so as to come to 
the evening meal with vigorous and gnawing appetite. We have heard of a 
sympathetic Jewess who never visits the poor without, asa preliminary prepara- 
tion, denying herself her usual food. Hungry she would fain go forth to sym- 
pathise with the hungry. This may be Quixotic, but it is the way to the hearts of 
others. And the Passover will the more keep its place with us the more it

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 


Sin,—May I venture to appeal, through the medium of your valuable journal, 
on behalf of the funds of the Jewish Home, of which [ am President. The in- 
stitution has been in existence for upwards of 20 years, during which time I am 
able to testify, as in fact is generally recognised, that it has done much good 
work in sheltering and supporting very many aged and deserving members of our 
community, who, for the most part, have seen better days, and who, without our 
intervention, would have been compelled to have resort to workhouses or in- 
firmaries in their declining years, or have been reduced to seek a miserable and 
degraded existence by begging. 

The Jewish Home contains 50 inmates, who are well fed, housed, and cared 
for, though with the exercise of a careful economy. Every care is taken to admit 
none but deserving candidates who are selected, not by the haphazard system of 
the votes of subscribers or by interest, but after a rigid investigation, and with 
great discrimination after personal enquiry made by members of the Committee. 
Our chief aim is to admit those candidates only, who have done their best to 
support themselves, but who, arrived at old age, find themselves with no 
friends capable of assisting them, and who are thus in the pressing need of a 
home among their own brethren in which to end their days. The object of the 
institution being so wholly beneficent and so free from every objection, it is a 
matter of regret to find that the support afforded to it is quite inadequate to its 
merits and to its absolute needs. At no time during the last three or four vears 
has the income been equal to the expenditure, and accordingly frequent necessity 
has arisen to borrow money to carry on the work of the institution. 

Lately, the pressure has been so severe as to necessitate the spending of 
legacies which should have been funded, and the amount of which, I need hardly 
say, we earnestly desire to replace. , 

We have refrained as long as possible from uttering a cry of distress, but 
during the past year or two the annual subscriptions and donations have exhibited 
a marked falling-off, so that unless both be immediately increased, the number of 
our inmates must perforce be reduced. As such a contingency would be exces- 
sively sad, I now venture to appeal to the benevolence of the public with even 
more than ordinary urgency. 

This institution, unlike most others, holds no anniversary dinner or ball, and 
therefore depends entirely on the result of the appeal, which [ now make with 
every confidence in the merits of the case. On the increase of annual subscrip- 
tions, whetner large or sinall, and on the raising of £1,000 in donations depends 
the solidity and well-being of the Jewish Home. I confidently rely on the kind 
assistance of the community to carry on the good work which has hitherto pro- 
duced such excellent results.

THE CHOVEVEI ZION SOCIETY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sik,— Will you permit me to say afew words in reply to the gentlemen who, 
on behalf of the Chovevei Zion Society, have met my criticism with so much 
warmth. The Society has assumed phases of development and has attracted 
attention outside our community sufficient to make it imperatively necessary that the 
whole question which it raises shall have our closest attention. It isan advan- 
tage to the entire community to transfer the discussion of so vital a subject 
from the gassy atmosphere of excited meetings to the free, open field afforded in 
the columns of the recognised representative Jewish journal. | 

The letter of Colonel Goldsmid proves in almost every sentence how little 
the Society can afford to slight the dangers which threaten its avowed purpose, 
and with which it threatens us. No better excuse for both “ protesting ” and 


' “warning ” can be found than in Colonel Goldsmid’s own admissions. 1. That it is 


needful “ to direct the movement so that it may prove a blessing instead of a curse 
to our people ” (the italics are mine). 2. That the condition of things in our 
midst has resulted in the fact that ‘‘ Already in hospitable England there are 
ominous mutterings of a coming storin.” | | 

Col. Goldsmid charges me with exalting the present position of Israel. 
I do not think it can exalted too highly. It is ovr position in which 
he and I have been born and in which lies the scope of our individual 
capacities for fulfilling, as Jews, the duties of our race. It is only 
because we speak so often of the greatness of Israel as belonging entirely to 
periods which, either past or future, are equally beyond our reach that so many 
of the best of the youth of Israel regard their ties to Judaism with the indiffer- 
ence that brings so much grief to their honest-hearted but narrow-visioned parents 
and preceptors. Were it not Colonel Goldsmid’s, I should hardly risk my per- 
ception of the ridiculous by taking as serious his solemn essurance that the Cho- 
vevei Zion Society, hurt at the misunderstandings with which Jews in Kurope have to 
contend, is undertaking amongst other things, the task of teaching the Jewish 
public how to supply “ the lack of dignity that attaches to the name of Jew in 
the estimation of the best and most earnest of their fellow subjects of other 
creeds.” Col. Goldsmid accuses me unjustitiably of sneering at the possibility of 
the Jew nani an agriculturist. I sneered at nothing. I expressed my opinion 
that the Jews of Russia whom we are to send from thence and from here as 


colonists, are by their hereditary instincts for generations and by their own | 


habits, unfitted for any agricultural employment likely to yield benelit. That 


opinion has yet to be disproved. 

I await with interest Col. Goldsmid’s promised reference to the appeal I made 
personally to him, and should esteem him as a public benefactor could he but 
induce some of those whom he ordinarily addresses to serve their own in- 
terests and those of England by joining the honourable profession, of which 


- the Colonel is an ornament. 


Mr. I. M. Trachtenberg, though on this occasion slightly abusive, 
has, as usual, something sensible to say. He admits my contention 
that Palestine is but a limited—even were it a desirable—field for 
colonisation. His acknowledgment that it is useless to send there helpless 
perpens, will, I trust, not be lost upon those who make inflammatory speeches about 
alestine just to that class of people. I welcome his intelligent perception that

Before the Babylonian exile the Jewish tenure of Canaan was accom- 
panied by the co-existence of native peoples whose influence and whose 
rtion of proprietorship would no doubt occasion honest surprise to those who 
now the map of old Palestine oy as comfortably divided by the Jewish echool 
boy among the tribes of Israel. From the time of its reorganisation by Eara and 
Nehemiah, Jewish nationality presents to the impartial student of history one 
steady decline, or rather natural decay. It never realised the ideals of those who 
threw their souls into its regeneration. It was the poor attempt of mistaken 


- enthusiasm to thwart our racial destiny. We — from that enthusiasm as we 


ever did, and ever must gain, from what is noble in purpose and honest in ex- 
pression. But time, “ the great discoverer,” which no less affecta men than its 
work is dictated by Providence, refined the gold of Israel’s mission in the fires 
which detroyed Jerusalem and made an end of its temple service and bade the 
house of Israel seek beyond the few acres in Asia Minor a work in that Greater 
Palestine, which Mr. Trachtenberg and I a as the great sphere of 
a great and wide extending mission. Mr. htenberg knows more about 
Russia than I do. Until, however, we are red to witness the emigration of 


the millions of Jews from Russia, en masse, as Mr. Trachtenberg suggests, is he 


logically right in stigmatising as a “ venomous pasquinade ” an appeal to those 
who still remit there to safeguard their own conduct from the provision of any 
gratuitous cause for prejudice 

There seems to be anything but agreement among the members of the 
Chovevei Zion as to the objects of their society, and the means of obtaining them. 
Their answers to myself afford instances of this, Mr. Trachtenberg endorsing my 
condemnation of the worse than useless charity, which has poured into Palestine 
of late years, while Mr. Gordon labours to prova that both Mr. Trachtenberg and I 
are equally mistaken. If Mr. Gordon reads or letter again he will see that I did 
not advocate “ assimilation” of the Jews with the Sclavs any more than I advo- 
cate, or think possible, their assimilation with the Anglo-Saxons. There is assimi- 
lation and assimilation. If two are honest or tolerant there is there an 
assimilation, which involves no serious ethnological problem. I cannot help 
dealing with one sentence of Mr. Gordon's letter, which contains an airy use of a 
style of argument, which threatens to become common. He opens his letter by 
saying that it is a sign of the guccess of the Chovevei Zion that it has received a 
check. It is only a man of very hopeful temperament, that can expect reasonable 
people to read through a letter which commences with a statement of that 
character. It is as reasonable as if Mr. Gordon were to break shop-windows as he 
goes along the streets and plead that his claims, to having rendered distinguished 
service,are in exact proportion to the amount of pretest aroused by his proceeding. 


I am grateful to Mr. Gordon, however, for giving me credit for absence of preju- — 


dice. It is in this spirit that I approached the subject at all and it is in'this spirit 

only that I shall, if 1 de, now that | have called attention to the question, follow 
it any further.

CANADIAN COLONISATION FOR RUSSIAN JEWS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH OBRONICLE.” 


Sin,—The Russian Jews are now undergoing a relentless persecution at the 
hands of the Russian Government, the severity of which is attracting the attention 
of the whole civilized world and causes humanity to shudder at the cruel excesses 
in which that Government is indulging, in putting their —- laws in force 
for the purpose of crushing their Jewish population in the hope of banishing the 
unfortunates from Russia. The action of the Russian Government is such that 
the Jews are leaving Russia in large numbers, and their ultimate disposition no 
doubt offers a serious problem for solution. 3 

In their anxiety to leave Russia they are doubtless emigrating in all direc- 
tions, and perhaps for want of proper information they are fleeing to some 
countries which are already over-populated, and naturally in the latter case they 


will not likely receive that consideration which they might if their destinies were 


directed to new countries, capable of affording them an asylum of refuge and a 
means to make a competent livelihood. I notice huge colontzation schemes being 
discussed in the columns of the press for the of settling large numbers 
in Palestine and the Argentine Republic, and in various suggestions offered 
no mention whatever is made of ‘the Canadian North West, which, by reason of 
its climate and the predominance of agriculture, is peculiarly adapted to the 
farming clase of the refugees, 

In this connection I desire to draw the attention of those interested to the 
province of Manitoba as a field for emigration, but in doing so my remarks are 
only intended to apply to the Agriculteral class of the Russian Jews, of whom 
I am informed there are numbers. 

Manitoba being a very fertile province offers superior inducements to 
emigrants suitable to tilling the soil. {t contains many millions of acres of the 
best lands under the sun, open to free’ settlement, and any bona fide settler can 
obtain gratis, subject to s ent duties, a free grant of 160 acres from the 
Canadian Government simply by making an application for it. os: 

The land here is well adapted for growing all kinds of grain, including 
wheat, barley, rye, flax, oats, etc., as well as vegetables of every description. It 
is also particularly well suited for stock-raising and dairying purposes. Thrifty 
and experienced farmers who have been located here for a number of years are 
thriving, and in many instances have accumulated considerable means by reason 
of the extraordinary fertility of the soil. | | 

This Province is still only in its infancy and but sparsely settled, the total 
population at the present time does not exceed 250,000 souls and there is yet 
available an unlimited area of the best lands, simply starving for settlers. We 
have in Manitoba, colonies of Scandinavians, Icelanders, Hungarians, Italians, 
Poles, Germans, Russian Mennonites, French, Austrians, as well as colonies from 
Great Britain and astern Canada, all of whom are doing well and I see no reason 
why a colony of Russian Jews of the farming class would not do equally as 
well here, under ordinary conditions. 

In advocating the placing of a Jewish colony in this country, IT do not over- 
look the fact, that it would entail an outlay of considerable money to locate the 
emigrants on the lands of this Province and equip @ number of farms ready for 
occupation ; but I assume that a certain portion of the refugees will have a 
limited amount of means of their own and whatever colouization schemes are 
decided upon, they will necessarily in any case involve an immense outlay to 
float them successfully. Whilst the various schemes are under consideration, it 
will be well for those that have them in hand to fully consider which are likely 
to produce the best results. : 

Before arriving atany conclusion it would be well to thoroughly investigate the 
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that this Province offers,as there can be no fear of theultimate success 
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of any well defined Manitoban colonization scheme, particularly as 
whole unoccupied townships can be had on application to the proper 
authorities. There is no doubt whatever that the Russian farmers will 
make an excellent class of settlers and as an evidence, the Russian Mennonite 
settlement here can be referred to. The latter came from the South of Russia a 
few years ago, arriving here in such destitute circumstances that the Canadian 
Government had to come to their relief by making-a loan to enable them to 
commence farming operations. This colony has since repaid the Government loan 
and to-day they stand the wealthiest and most prosperous community in the 
North-W est. 

There is every reason to believe the Russian Jewish farmers will make an 
excellent class of settlers and will undoubtedly succeed here, more particularly if 
they possess in a satisfactory degree the faculty of assimilation. It is a well- 
known fact they are frugal, industrious and moral, and the people here being a 
very tolerant class, our laws are as free to those about emigrating as 
enjoyed by any civilized country. There is a prejudice no doubt, 
anda reasonable one against colonies of foreign elements that refuse to mix 
freely with others and resist with evidently preconceived purpose all influences 
working to a complete assimilation. It is generally admitted however that the 
Russian Jew possesses the faculty of adaptability, particularly when he 
comes in contact with new experiences differing from those he has been accus- 
tomed to in Russia. It is possible therefore to adapt him to the new circumstances 
in which he finds himself placed. Of course if they come in colonies 
they would naturally be the longer in shaking off their old habits and 
adapting themselves to new ideas but they. area a shrewd, industrious 
and intelligent class of people and those that know them thoroughly can 
reasonably count with contidence on their making the most of their situation in 
the speediest time possible, more particularly as they are known to be a hardy 
and thrifty people, whom the conditions here will suit as perfectly as they will 
suit the conditions. } 

Again, it would be as well to impress on those interested, that 
this province is purely and simply a farming country, there being no inanu- 
facturing interests here whatever, save the flour milling industries, and it would 
therefore be, useless to send any emigrants other than those adapted to agricul- 
tural pursuits. We have already our full complement of refugees living in the 
towns making a precarious living in their usual manner of bartering, trading, ete. 
and as a further proof of my main object in advocating the emigration only of 
the farming class, I desire to refer to the efforts of the Mansion House Relief Com- 
mittee, some years ago, in placing a colony of Russian traders, etc., on farming 
lands here, with the object of converting them into farmers. The colony referred 
to was selected from a class located in the city of Winnipeg, and being totally 
unacquainted with farming pursuits, the scheme as might have been expected. 
resulted in complete failure. One might as well expect to make a successful 
merchant of a farmer as a prosperous agriculturist of a trader. I might add that 
whilst the Russian colony referred to proved such a total failure for want of 
application, other colonies of various nationalities, located in the same district as 
the Russians, have since proved a very great success. 


[have only to say in conclusion that in North-West Canada, more .particu-

No Jewish astronomer ever predicted the assassination of Henry the IV. 
Your correspondent has fallen into the error of mixing up astronomy 
with astrology. Astronomy is a science, in which the Jews, as many of the 
ancients, did not shine in, probably owing to the want of instruments. Astrolo y 
was an art to which: they paid great attention. It was much cultivated by the 
Chaldeans under Belus, the grandson of Ham, possibly the Nimrod of the Bible 
some 2,500 years before the Christian Era, and by them transmitted to the 
kgyptians, Greeks and Romans. It gradually spread over Western Europe, obtained 
a strong footing in Italy, whence it was carried into France by Catherine 
de Medici, wife of Francis the L., but it remained for Marie de Medici some years 
later to bring with her her Jewish astrologer, and doubtless this is the man to 
whom your correspondent alludes, and as there are some remarkable incidents 
connected with the episode he refers to in which a Jew played a leading part, 
perhaps you may think them worth a place in your columns :— 


“In the French history of the period we tind ‘Marie de Medici arrived this 


demanded an audience. What transpired is not recorded, but some time after- 
wards the following passage occurs : ‘The King again rode out to-day, notwith- 
standing the extraordinary and multiplied prophecy that he would meet his death 
in a coach.’ The fatal event is thus described : ‘ Henry was alone in his apart- 
ment until it was announced to him that the Duc de Vendédme solicited the 
honour of a private audience. He was instantly admitted, and after having 
excused himself for his intrusion, he informed his Royal Master that he heard 
from the astrologer that the King was in peril, and implored him to be more 
than usually cautious until the close of the day.’ When Henry had dined he 
threw himself on his bed and tried in vain to sleep. He then rose and paced 
gloomily about the room for a considerable time ; after which he once more lay 
down, but the result proving the same he again sprang to his feet, and turning to 
the officer of the guard, demanded to know the time. ‘ It is just four o'clock, 
Sire, and I would venture to suggest to your Majesty to try the open-air, as you 
appear harassed and out of spirits.’ ‘You are right,’ said the King, ‘cause my 
coach to be prepared, I will go to the arsenal and to the Duc de Sully.” When 
the carriage was announced the King stepped into it, and at once looped back the 
heavy leather curtains which at that period were the substitutes for windows. 
When M. de Vitry presented himself with the intention of escorting the Royal 
Equipage with his company of the body guard, ‘ I will neither take you nor your 
guards, was the abrupt reply. ‘I want no one near me. Drive from the Palace,’ 
shouted the Monarch in a tone of excitement, ‘in the direction of the Hotel de 
Longueville. When there, go to the cross of Trahoir.’ Arrived at this: wretched 
nook, the progress of the Royal carriage was impeded by two heavily laden 
waggons, and the footmen, who had hitherto run beside it, pressed forward in 
order to rejoin it at the end of the thoroughfare. Two attendants only remained 
at their station—one was employed in hastening the movements of the waggoners 
—and the other was arranging his dress which had become displaced. At this 
moment a man (Ravaillac) enveloped in a big mantle, advanced towards the 
King’s Equipage, placed one foot on the spoke of the wheel, and the other on the 
step of the carriage, plunged his dagger into the King, which caused his instant 
death.” = 

This account is abridged from Pardoe, a most careful writer on this period of 
French History, and who states in the preface “ | resolved not to insert a sin le 
incident in the work for which I had not competent authority.” Thus died a 
man in the prime of life, strong and healthy, surrounded by honour and respect, 
in tranquil possession of one of the most flourishing kingdoms on earth. 

To those who support the theory of a certain fate or destiny for all of us over 
which we seem to have but little control, being impelled by some irresistible force 
or inscrutable agency, three questions suggest themselves : Why did the King go 
out on that day ? Why did he remove the heavy leather curtains of his coach ? 
Why did he refuse the usual body guard? The materialist of to-day will say all 
isa matter of chance, but the solution may be found in Victor Hugo’s exclama- 


tion: “Carve the joint how you may the dark vein of destiny will surely 
appear.

THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


The Paris correspondent of the Daily News says that the Russian 
Embassy in Paris has sent to the Foreign Office copies of the passport 
regulations to which French Christian citizens going to the Moscow 
Exhibition will have to submit. These are comparatively simple, but 
Jewish citizens will have more difticulty in providing themselves with passports. 
They must first send in their names and proofs of their identity and of French 
citizenship to the Russian Consulate, which will make inquiries as to their ante- 
cedents and social standing, and on these inquiries will depend compliance or not 
with their application.—The Correspondent adds that those who cannot 
show that they are going ag on business to the Moscow Exhibition need not 
apply, but they can send by letter os gy for temporary leave of residence at 
ig to the head of the Russian police. To this end they will have to fill up 
a list of questions furnished at the Consulate. The leave to sojourn can in no 
case exceed three months, but may be 1enewed. | 

According to the Novoje Vremja, a census of the Jewish inhabitants in the 
districts of St. Petersburg and Nowgorod is to -be taken. on the Ist 
July, with the object of ascertaining their proportion to the rest of the popula- 
tion, and the basis of the permission granted them to reside in the large and 
small towns in those districts. : 

The Kélnische Zeitung states that the completion of the building of.a large 
synagogue in St. Petersburg, the authorisation for which was given several years 
ago, has been forbidden by the Government. 

Herr A. Landau, editor of the Woschod, announces that both this monthly 
pubication and the Weekly Chronicle will be re-issued immediately after the 
expliration of the term of suspension. 


An official denial has been given to the report that 3,000 Jews have recently 


been expelled from Kieff. On the other hand, Jewish families are being almost 
daily expelled from Moscow, as the result of domiciliary visits. 

Not only does the Russian Government issue enactinents against the Jews, 
but the Russian people, writes the St. Petersburg correspondent’ of the Dasly 
News, seek to put difficulties in the way of their finding an honest means of 
yaining a living. The St. Petersburg apothecaries have resolved to take no 
Jewish apprentices, and thus to close that trade to the race. And in social life a 
simiar movement is in operation. At the chess club new laws were recently 
made, and while it was laid down that not more than a tenth of the members | 
might be Jews, the members resolved that even that percentage shall not be 
admitted, and this in spite of the fact that next to Tchigorin the best players, 
like Alapin and others, are Jews. The Minister of Finance publishes statistics to 
show that the Jewish shareholders of the Russian sugar factories number 65 
cent. of the total, and measures may soon follow to curtail their rights in that 
direction. 

The Vienna correspondent of the Times telegraphs: A letter from a lawyer 
in St. Petersburg who belongs to the Jewish religion says that most of the Jews 
residing in the capital have received orders to leave by the 3rd of May. They 
have received permission to reside in the provinces of the east and south, but to 
many of them the order of expulsion is a sentence of ruin. 


THE PROVINCES. 


BIRMINGHAM. 


A correspondent sends us the following report. A large and influential meetin 
of the supporters of the Kosher Meat Supply Association was held at the Bristo 
Street Board School on Sunday last, for the purpose of hearing the views of the 
candidates selected by this body, for election on the Council of the Congregation, 
upoo the proposed alteration of various laws, and to consider the action of the 
Council in asking for the suspension of Mr. M. L. Dight from the privileges of 
“ Free Membership.” The Chairman (Mr. P. E. Marks), in his opening remarks, 


said that it was their ambition to have a Shechita Board in Birmingham, from which | 


they expected much good to result. They suggested that the Board should be com- 
posed of five members of the Council, two of theclergy, and five free members of 
congregation, and these gentlemen would beable to give more attention to matters 
of Shechita than was at present possible. He found from inquiries which he had 
made from leading butchers of the town, that the prices charged for kosher meat 
were exorbtiant, and that they were paying half as much again for it than they 
ought. The candidates (Mr. Samuel Isaacs, Mr. B. Newman, and Mr. 8. Fisher) 
then addressed the meeting, the first named gentleman in asking for the support of 
those present, in obtaining a Shechita Board, mentioned that ite objects would be 
to obtain meat at a more reasonable price, the certainty of their meat being kosher. 
the righting of any grievances, and civility from their butchers. Mr. B. Newman 
said that if elected, he and his fellow candidates would do all in their power to 
further the interests of their foreign brethren in Birmingham. Mr. Moses Fisher re- 
ferred tothe unequal distribution of Mitzvos on Festivals and Sabbaths, and asked 
for the support of the meeting in getting them more equally apportioned amongst 
the free members of the congregation. Mr. M. L. Dight, in proposing that this 
meeting pledges itself to secure the return of the above-mentioned candidates, 
commented strongly on the action of the Council in proposing to take his free mem- 
bership away from him. On the occasion of his son having a Beris, he had taken 
mitzvas, after being informed by the Chazan ‘that the Council had recently decided 
not to allow members to have them. His reason for doing so was that ever since the 
existence of the congregation it had been the custom, on two weekdays, for mem- 
bers to have these privileges, The resolution was by Mr. Bernard Davia, 
and carried unanimously. Mr. I, Fiend proposed, Mr. P. Isaacs seconded, and it was 
unanimously resolved, that this meeting pledges itself to vote against the expunging 
of Mr. Dight’s name from the list of Free Members of the Congregation. The pro- 
ceedings terminated with the usual vute of thanks to the chair.

MANCHESTER. 


The annual examination and distribution of prizes at the Manchester Jews ° 


Schools was held oa Sunday at the schools, Derby Street, Cheetham. The chair was 
taken at the beginning of the procesdings by the Honorary Secretary, Mr. Salis 
Simon, in the absence of the President, Mr. Edward E. Micholls, J.P., who did not 
arrive till a Jater stage of the proceedings. The examination consisted of an ex- 
amination in Hebrew and B:blical knowledge, Geography, History, and Arithmetic, 
and was very pleasantly diversified by a number of songs and recitations given by 
the pupils with good effect. At the conclusion Mr. Micholls said he was sorry he 
had vot been able two be present at the beginning of the proceedings. He had been 
informed tbat the examination in Hebrew hed been satisfactory, but better than 
tbe cursory examination that morning was the praise which had been bestowed by 
the Rev. G. J. Emanuel in his report on the Hebrew examinstion which had just 
taken place. He said that the curriculum of Hebrew was larger than that of most 


other Jewish scbools, and notwithstanding that, the results were excellent in eyery | 


way. The schools continued to increase very largely in numbers ; there were on the 
books at the present time 2,057 children against 1.921 a year ago, being an increase 
of 74 per cent, In the Girls’ School the teaching of drawing and cooking had been 
added to the other subjects and the results of both were very successful. He could 
no longer call their attention to the report of Her Majesty's Inspector by quoting 
the percentage of passes in the various subjects, but he thought the new system 
would tend less to cramming than to the cultivation of the intelligence. He called 
attention to one of the prize-winners, a boy who gained the highest prize in the 
school, and who less than two years ago had come from Roumania not able to speak 
a wora of English and now by dint of his energy and perseveran +e, assisted by the 
good teaching of the school, had risen to the highest plave. Although the balance- 
sheet showed a small surplus, this surplus was produced by the result of donations 
on which there was no certainty of dependence ; whereas out of an expenditure of 
over £3,000 a year about £490 was produced by subscriptions. He trusted that 
efforts would be made to increase this list, and concluded by wishing happy holidays 
to all the children. Mrs. Max Hesse then delivered the prizes to the recipients. 
The Rev. L. M. Simmons propose i a vote of thanks to Mrs. Hesse and bore witness 
to the great zeal she at all times evinced for the welfare of the school. The pro- 
ceedings concluded with a vote of thanks to the chairman, proposed by the Rev. Dr. 

Salomon, who spoke of the chairman’s ardour in the great cause of reiigious educa- 
tion.

Jews’ INFANT SCHOOLS.—On Monday afternoon was held at the Commercial 
Street School the annual distribution of prizes to the Teacher's Hebrew Classes, 
conducted by the Rev. Joseph A. Simmons. Owing to the death of his nephew, 
(Mr. A. de Mattos Mocatta) Mr. F. D. Mocatta was unable to preside, but he found 
an efficient substitute in Mr. Oawald J. Simon, who in touching terms, 
alluded to the loss which the entire Jewish community, n> less than the Jews’ 
Inf ants’ Schools, of the Committee of which he was a member, nad sustained by 
Mr. A. de Mattos Movatta’s death. The Rey. J. A. Simmons then read his report 
of the past year's work, and the account he gave of the steady progress that has 
been made under his careful tuition fully deserved the encomiums passed on his 
labours by subsequent speakers. Mr. Simmons has 45 students in his classes, who 
have been particularly cccupie/ in qualifying themselves for the Hebrew examina- 


tion work, suggested for tha College of Preceptors in December, 1890. The result 


of the recent examinations held by Mr. Simmons in both classes, on the lines of the 
code issued by Dr. Adler, produced 86 per cent. marks in the first class, aud 88 per 
cent. in the second. Both divisions are taught to read Hebrew according to the 
German and Portuguese pronounciations. and in the first division this knowledge 
is supplemented by the ability t> read Hebrew without vowel point:. Mr. Lewis 
Emanuel, a member of the Education Committee, kindly undertook to adjudicate 
on the compositions of the etudente. Mr. Emanuel, Mr. Maximilian M. Samuel 
and Miss Emily Levy gave three prizes, the remaining prizes being the gift of Miss, 
Lucy Cohen. Mr. Simmons's report concluded with a tribute to the zealous 
manner in which Miss Maers, the Lady President of the Classes, continues her devo- 
tion to her work. Mr. Simon then distributed the prizes, and next delivered one of 
his characteristic addresses, full of pious and lofty sentiments, on the importance 
of the duties devolving on a teucher of religion. Mr. Lewis Emanuel, who followed, 
spoke of the high degree of excellence displayed in the compositions sub- 
mitted to him. Mr. Lionel Van Oven, in proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. Simon, 
threw out the important suggestion that. Jewish teachers in public schools should 
be submitted to a regular examination, as a test of their competency to give in- 
s ruction in Hebrew and religion, and that they should be entitled, on passing, to 
certificates, the same as were granted for their attainments in secular subjects. 
Mr. Marcus Adler moved a vote of thanks tothe Rev. Mr. Simmons, and showed 
from the satisfactory report of the Hebrew and religious examination of the pupils. 
of the school how Mr. Simmons's tuition to the teachers had contributed to this 
gratifying result. The votes of thanks were duly acknowleoged, Mr. Simmons 
expressing his pleasure that Mr. Van Oven had publicly made a suggestion which 
he himself had submitted to the School Committee some years ago. The following

MOROCCO. 


A Mogador correspondent of the Times of Morocco writes: The painful 
rumours current here a fortnight ago have unhappily been confirmed only too 
frequently during the past week, and there seems little donbt that at the present 
moment many scores of Hebrew families are wandering, homeless and unprotected, 
among the fanatical tribes inhabiting the northern slopes of the Atlas. From 
letters written by members of the evicted communities, and from the testimony 
of Moors vgs, seg the district in question, it seems that all the Jews living in 
the Mellahs of Emin Tanoot, El Loedjan and Ait Abdallah, numbering upwards 
of 600 souls, have been forced to quit the settlements occupied by their fathers 
for generations, and seek an abode elsewhere, Having nowhere to go to en masse, 
—the Mellahs of Mogador and Morocco being already overcrowded—they are for 
the moment dispersed among the Moors of the mountains. Men and women, 
grey beards and infants, all had to go, at two or three days notice, and were driven 
off by parties of cavalry acting under orders of Kaid Membih. 

M. Patendtre, the Minister of France to Morocco, has endowed the schools of 
the Alliance [sraélite at Mogador and Tangier with libraries. | 

PALESTINE. 

A new Consul at Jerusalem for the United States has been appointed in the 

pro of Dr. Selah Merrill, who has arrived in England en route for 
alestine. Dr. Merrill’s presence in Palestine will in one respect at least be par- 

ticularly advantageous to the Jews in that city, as he brings with him from the 

other side of the Atlantic the reputation of being a thorough Hebrew scholar. 

M. E. Scheid, of Paris, who frequently visits Palestine on behalf of Baron 
Edmond de Rothschild as Inspector of the Jewish agricultural colonies, has had 
conferred on him by the Sultan the Insignia of Commander of the Osmanie Order 
in recognition of services rendered to the Turkish Government in the organisation 
of these colonies. 


PORTUGAL. 

The Jewish Benevolent Society, ‘‘ Some} Nophlim,” in Lisbon, has, as usual, 
forwarded us a copy of its annual report. ‘The Society is managed by a Com- 
mittee of ladies, ae although its operations are on a limited scale, in so far as 
the income and expenditure are concerned, they are of a varied character. The 
balance sheet shows that besides granting allowances to the poor, the Society 
also provides them with clothing, medicines, matsos on Passover, and takes under 
its charge the religious education of a limited number of boys and girls, seven 
and four respectively whose names are given. Through the exertions of two of 
the lady members, acting conjointly with the Treasurer, a special Purim col- 
lection was also made. Two synagogues are mentioned, the Hes Haim and the 
Bet Tefila, as having added to the receipts by means of collections. The Society 
has 62 subscribers, of whom 26 are ladies. The report is written in the 
Portuguese language but is headed by a quotation in Hebrew from Psalin evi, 
The President is Donna Benoliel de Levy, the Treasurer, Donna Julia Abecassis, 
and the Honorary Secretary, Donna Esther Abecassis Seruya. There is also a 
male Honorary retary, Senhor Salom Buzaglo, the only gentleman on the

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OUR JERUSALEM LETTER. 


| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


JERUSALEM, Marcu 4rit 1891. 


On a former occasion I have stated that the railway work between Jaffa 
and Jerusalem had been totally stopped, now I have to state that it is being 
continued, very leisurely it is true, but continued all the same. So it is not 
out of all probability that it may be completed—which, according to the 
Government contract, ought to be done before April of next year. In this 
country there exists no reliable source of information. The public press is less 
than a shadow, not only on account of the strict official supervision but because 
there exists no material for the work of the public writer. All natives that have 
received an education have been brought up in convents or seminaries where a 
narrow sectarianism has been inculcated upon them, so that they regard it as 
their first duty to hate their neighbour who belongs not to the same church. 
Thus a general impartial view of affairs is impossible, a noble interest for the 
public good even inconceivable. We must, therefore, as far as we are not eye- 
witnesees, be content to report rumours instead of stating facts. 

Under the strain of the existing and expected immigration, about 
half-a-dozen new building societies have spruog up at Jerusalem; the 
shares of most of them already fetch a considerable premium. The most 

_ important are Elef Shearim (1,000 members), and Nahlath Jacob (500 members), 
which intend erecting villas with gardens in the neighbourhood of the town. The 
price of land has enormously risen. Near the town on the Jaffa road. where a 
year ago it was offered at 4s. an ell (about three-quarters of a yard), it is worth 
now 16s., ind further on, where it might have been bought at 2d. or 3d., it is 
valued now at 1s. People see no reason why the rising, considering the vast 
demand, should not go on, and the fever for embarking in this sort of business is 
rapidly spreading. Now speculation in land is not just the thing which we 
should want from our saints ; yet it is, perhaps, a more wholesome occupation 
than the indulging in petty seaheasien which used to oceupy their leisure hours. 
Near Jaffa the new Russian Colony of Rechovoth (Arabic Duran) is in good 
working order. Fourteen dwelling houses have been built, also a large kitchen 
for the hired Jewish labourers, of whom a hundred are now occupied in tilling 
the ground besides numerous Arabs, The former have been procured by: the 
B'nai B'rith Lodges at Jaffa and Jerusalem, who, in concert with the Chovevei Zion 
Committee, have formed an organisation to induce their able brethren in poor 
circumstances to abandon their miserable dwellings and trade, and to go out into 
the fields to become labourers. Near Haifa a company has bought a tract of 
land of about 10,000 acres, stretching from this place to Acco, at a moderate 
aa which is offered by lots to Russian emigrants. This as any other sale of 
and is supervised by the above named Committee, who take precautions that 
undue advantage may not be taken of the unwary foreigner. As the Com- 
mittee is strongly supported by public opinion, the speculators have to submit 
to their decision. The Chovevei Zion Society is about buying a place out of 
the Holy City, in order to erect a suitable building for a home for the aged. 
We have reason to believe that Mr. Leon Friedland, of St. Petersburg, who gave 
the funds to acquire the now existing home in town, unhappily situated in a 
narrow and filthy lane, is also generously supporting the tew undertaking. 
Thus, on the ove the Holy Land is making immense strides in progress, and 
all its friends will no doubt join us in wishing it God speed. 


A Prop.e’s Foop Kitcnen.—Mr. Louis Plat, a member of the Federation of 
ae writes to the effect that the re-estiblishment of a Medical Department 
of the Jewish Board of Guardians, as proposed by Mr. Samuel Montazu, M.P., Pre- 
’ sident of the Federation, would not be the right means to prevent the alleged 

greater death-rate among Jewish children as compared with the mortality of non- 
Jewish children. According to the opinion of the medical staff of the Central 
Jewish Dispensary (33, Commercial Road), the real suffering amongst the poor is 
caused by starvation. Jr. Groth eays : ‘The greater cause of death of infants an1 
children under three years of age is insufficient and improper food and wart of 
cleanliness.” What is really wanteJ, writes our correspondent, is the establish- 
ment of a self supporting People’s Food Kitchen, to provide proper and invigorating 
food at reduced prices. The Soup Kitchen, he adds, does not meet the need at all. The 
people prefer starvation to the degradation attending their applications to that 
. Even for those who have no such scruples, tee provision of food is quite 
inadequate. All such institutions serve only to pauperise the people and to tear 
down the last shade of the “ Veil of Shame” trom their faces, while the moat 
deserving keep away from them. |
